OTTAWA, .Jim. 20.— A delegation from 
Halifax, Moncton and Fredertoton, inter- 
viewed tlio Government to-duy, and pio- 
testod i-guinst tho Canadian Pacific's 
breach of faith in not building tho lino 
from Harvey to Moncton, so as to give 
Nova Scotia tho benefit of tho short lino 
through Main.a Sir John promised that 
the Government would uho every endeavor 
to compel tho company to build tho line, 
Parliament in ltiSti having grunted a sub- 
sidy of u quarter of a million for 20 years 
on condition that tho short lino, of which 
tlio Harvey and Moncton section is part, 
was constructed. 

The Government lost no time in tilling 
the collectorship at Halifax, vacant by 
the dismissal of Iioss, W. B. Harrington 
being appointed at to-day's meeting of tho 
Cabinet. 

Sir John Muodonnld said to-day that 
tho statomont published in tho Toronto 
papers yosturdny that tho government had 
decided to reduce letter postage to two 
cents was decidedly premature. 

The railway committee to-day approved 
tlio crossing of tho Canadian Pacific by tho 
Northern Paoifio at Morris. Clark, for tho 
Canadian Pacific, announced the inten- 
tion that tho road would light tho 
Northern Pacific in the courts at every 
step on account of the alleged unconsti- 
tutionality of tho charter of incorporation. 

Sir William Buell Richards, formerly 
chief justice of the supremo court of Can- 
ada, died hero this morning. He was aged 
73, and had been ill for several weeks. 

[Tho Honorable Sir William Buell 
Richards was tho eldest son of the late 
Stephen Richards, Esq., of BrockviUe, 
Ontario, and was born in Brock villo on 
tho 2nd of May, 1815. He was educated 
at the Johnstown district grammar school, 
He studied law with Mr. Andrew Norton 
Buoll (lato accountant- general to the 
court of chancery) and subsequently with 
the lato Judge George Malloeh of Brock- 
viUe, and was called to the bar of Upper 
Canada in Michaelmas Term, 1837. Ho 
was olocted a bencher of tho Law Society 
in 1849, and in 1850 was created a Queen's 
Counsel. He was a member of the oxe- 
cutivo council, and attorney-general for 
Upper Canada (succeeding the lato Hon. 
Robert Baldwin, C.B., in that office) from 
28th October, 1851, to 21st June, 1853, 
when ho was appointed to succeod tho 
lato Hon. R. B. Sullivan as a puisne 
Judge of tho Court of Common 
Pleas, whero he remained until 
the 22nd of July, 1863, when he was pro- 
moted to bo chief justice of that court, 
vice Hon. W. H. Draper, C. B., trans- 
ferred to tlio court of Queon's Bench. On 
tho 16th November, 18(18, he again suc- 
ceeded Mr. Draper, as chief justice of 
Ontario, the latter retiring to the Court 
of Error and Appeal. On the 8th of Oc- 
tober, 1875, ho was appointed chief jus- 
tice of tho Supreme Court of tho Domin- 
ion. Ho was appointed administrator on 
behalf of Ontario for the settlement of the 
north-western boundary of the province 
in 1874. hi 1877 he was made a Knight 
Bachelor, and in 1878, he retired, boirig 
succeeded by the present chief justice, Sir 
Win. Johnston Ritchie. Tho deceased 
Sir Wm, Buell Richards married Miss 
Deborah Catherine Muirhoad, daughter 
of John Muirhead, Esq., barrister-at-law, 
in 1840, and who died in March, 180'J. 
Tho deceased gentleman was a brother of 
Hon. A. N. Riohardi, P.M., of this city.]

Comment on tin- Banquet. 

London. Jan. 25.— Comment on the 
Lord Mayor's banquet to Minister Phelps, 
i™ heard on every side, the plebian vioing 
with tho aristocrat in expressions of opin- 
ion as to the propriety of tho affair. The 
St. Jamts Gazette asserts that in view of 
recent events the load of honors which 
have boen heaped upon Mr. Phelps is 
entirely inconsistent, not to say humiliat- 
ing. Sovoial other papers agree that 
nothing can be said against Mr. Phelps, 
personally; but think that he has Buffered 
an incalculable disadvantage in coming to 
London as the successor of a man of genius 
and finesse, meaning, of course, Mr. 
Lowell. Continuing, tho Gazette says 
that baiting the ISnghsh is not the kind of 
amusement which Americans generally 
favor, and thinks there is a great deal of 
room for doubt whether tho poo- 
plo of other countries appreciate 
that kind of discussion. Punctilious ob- 
servances of social amenities are well 
enough in their way, hut the Gazette sug- 
gests tho possibility that difficulties be- 
tween England and America may arise 
which will necessitate the adoption of 
other moans of settlement than those 
supplied by banquets and complimentary 
speeches. An example of such difficulties 
as the Samoa trouble is cited. It is un- 
pleasant, the paper says, to find an at- 
tempt promptly made to implicate Eng- 
land in that aflair by assuming that Eng- 
land and Germany are plotting against 
American interests, and it is hard to be- 
lieve that American officials have willing- 
ly allowed tho expression of this assump- 
tion to go abroad, 

Bnloglstle or Minister Phclni. 

London, Jan. 25. — The Post, comment- 
ing on Minister Phelps' speech, says it was 
remarkable for earnestness and sincerity. 
Tho minister bears with him the cordial 
and universal good wishes of England. 
The rimes says that, for lightness of touch, 
combined with solidity of substance, and 
for sympathetic tact, judicious reserve, 
manly warmth of feeling and folicity of 
artistic expression, Phelps' brief speech 
lias rarely been excelled. The Standard 
expresses tho opinion that tho banquet 
ought to have been given to Lord Sack- 
ville. It heartily approves such 
a demonstration to Pholps, but 
it is not equally sure that it 
was appropriate to Phelps as a Minister, 
while the diplomatic relations with Amer- 
ica are strained, Tlio press generally 
compliments Minister Phelps. The Tiimi 
has a long article eulogistic of Mr. Pholps, 
in the course of which it says : "It has 
been rumored in the diplomatic world 
that umbrage would be taken at tho pre- 
sentation of a token to Mrs. Phelps be- 
cause Hitch an honor has never been paid 
the wives of any of tho ambassadors of 
I ho great powers. We are sure that no 
fuolingH of that kind can be entertained 
by persons of common sense and political 
sagacity."

— In the Reichstag, 
to-day, Bismarck said that Germany was 
in the fullest accord with England, so far 
as tho Samoan difficulty is concerned; and 
would advance, hand in hand, with her in 
any action that might be taken in the 
affair. 

The Kaiser's Birthday. 

Berlin, Jan. 26. — There are a largo 
number of German princes in Berlin to- 
night, awaiting the opportunity to par- 
ticipate in the celebration of Emperor 
William's birthday to-morrow. 

O'Brien Will Appeal. 

Dublin, Jan. 20.— Mr. Thomas Healy, 
tinsel for William O'Brien, sentenced at 
Carrick-on-Suir yesterday to four months' 
imprisonment, though be was not present 
in court when tho sentence was pronounc- 
ed, says it ia probable that Mr. O'Brien 
will sin render himself. He will appeal 
from tho sentence and O'Brien will thus 
have a fow weeks' undisturbed freedom.

— M. Numa Gilly has 
been ro-elected mayor of Nelles, though 
at present he is disqualified from holding 
office.

London, Jan. 20. — In certain official 
quarters, where sensational views, as a 
rule, aro not apt to prevail, a somewhat 
grave interpretation is now placed on the 
Morier incident — graver than at first 
sight tho facts might seem to warrant. 
Tho mere porsonal aspect of the matter is 
dismissed as unimportant. Lord Salis- 
bury is orcditod with having spoken very 
frankly with the Russian Ambassador in 
London on tho subject, .and that is as far 
as ho will probably consider it necessary 
to go. The fear is, however, that this at- 
tack on Sir Robert Morier is only the be- 
ginning of an anti-English movement 
which may have serious national conse- 
quences. Popular report in Berlin credit- 
ed the present Emperor not simply with 
vague dreams of general aggrandisement, 
but with special and particular hostility to 
England and the ambition to humiliate 
Great Britain and to curb its power. Its 
recent German manoeuvres, in which the 
Emperor took an active interest, wero at 
tho time openly spoken of by German 
military and naval authorities as a demons- 
tration against England, and tho elabor- 
ate efforts which are being made to place 

THE GK K.MAN NAVY 

on an effective footing is regarded by them 
as being made entirely with tho view to a 
possible rupture with Great Britain. 
Under Emperor William the Second, anti- 
Knglish prejudice appears to be develop- 
ing into a chronic craze, of which it is 
difficult to foresee tho ultimate result. 
Lord Charles Beresford in speaking to-day 
on the naval resourcos of Germany said : 
"The African blockade and conflict in 
Samoa have acted as a stimulus to the 
German Reichstag to support without op- 
position tho government plans for an in- 
crease of the navy. Tho German navy, 
like that of Italy, is a creation of recent 
years, but it has developed upon very dif- 
ferent lines and has attracted less atten- 
tion than it deserves, because its progress 
litis been mainly in a direction not easily 
perceived by the general public. The 
Italians have constructed a series of tho 
tineat ironclad battle ships in the world. 
Tho Germans have for several years de- 
voted their efforts to the creation of drilled 
corps of naval officers and a sufficient 

BODY OF TRAINED SEAMEN 

for all emergencies. The principlo has 
beon first of all to fouud the growth of a 
naval power upon professional knowledge 
and character. With this object in view, 
the German government litis kept a por- 
tion of its fleet constantly occupied in 
long cruises, giving to the men of all 
ranks that experience in seamanship 
which makes tho sailor tho typo of daring 
and of ready resources. Evory effort has 
beon made to render the position of an 
officer in tho navy no less honorable and 
attractive than that of officers of corres- 
ponding rank in tho army, and tho prob- 
ability is that the German navy is better 
manned and better officered than that of 
any other continental power. Tho intel- 
lectual and moral foundation having thus 
been laid, it is thought that the time has 
come for further development of material 
strength. Accordingly, the keels of no 
less than 28 now vessels of war are to bo 
laid in the near futuro. The German 
tlcet will, upon their completion, bo much 
more formidable than the mero statement 
of its numerical strength will reveal, be- 
cause, as has beon pointed out by Admiral 
Colomb, 

IN THE CASE OF WAR 

Germany can carry on her commerce 
through neutral ports, and thus evade the 
necessity for protection of her mercantile 
marino, and concentrate her navy for 
naval defensive or offensive operations. 

Some confusion seems to exist about 
the forthcoming " Jubilee," as it is 
termod, of Cardinal Manning, Ordinarily 
the jubilee of an occlestiastic means, as in 
the Pope's case last year, the fiftieth anni- 
versary of bis ordination to the priest- 
hood. But Cardinal Manning did not be- 
come a Roman Catholic until a period of 
life so advanced as to render a jubilee of 
this kind nearly impossible. What, how- 
ever, the Roman Catholic community of 
London are preparing to do is to celebrate 
this spring tho beginning of his "silver 
Wedding" with his diocese; in other 
words, the twenty-fifth year of his aichi- 
piscopate. Henry Edward Manning was 
born at Totterago, Horts. on the 15th of 
July, 1808. His fathor was a merchant 
of London. 

" HARRY " MANNING, 

as he is »til! termod by his few surviving 
contemporaries, was educated at Harrow, 
(where he was placed for two years in the 
cricket eleven,) under Dr. Geo. Butler, 
afterwards Dean of Peterborough, and 
father of the present master of Trinity. 
From Harrow he wont to Baliol, and was 
subsequently olected to a fellowship at 
Morton. Ho married one of the Misses 
Sergeant of Lavington, near Petworth, 
the eldest of whom was the wife of Bishop 
Wilberforce. Mrs. Manning died a few 
yearsafter her marriage, while Manning 
was rector of Lavington and archdeacon 
of Chichester. He seceded to the Church 
of Rome on tho occasion of tho Gorhani 
judgment, but he had long been dissatis- 
fied with the English Church, where his 
singular gifts of administration and gov- 
ernment, never found their full scope. He 
joined tho society of "Oblates of Saint 
Charles," resided for some years in Rome 
and became ono of the most trusted coun- 
cillors of Pio Nono, who, on the death of 
Cardinal Wiseman in 1805, nominated 
him to 

THE SEE OF WESTMINSTER, 

though his name was not included among 
the throo names DigHUt, Dignior, Dig- 
nissimus, submitted by tho Chapter of 
Westminster for the Pope's selection. Ho 
was consecrated on tho 8th June, 1805, 
and elevated to tho cardinalate on the 15th 
March, 1875. Thus, the twenty-fifth 
year of his arahiepiscopate begins next 
June, and his so-called "jubilee" happon 
ono year later. Attention has been called 
to the matter so far in advance, by the 
effort which Monsignor Moore, adminis- 
trator of the pro-cathedral at Kensington, 
is making to render that church by the 
time of tho "jubilee," freo from its heavy' 
mortgage 'debt, which, from present indi- 
cations, ho will probably succeod in do- 
ing.

that missionary work inCentral Africa was 
to bo oxterminatod. " Speaking on the 
subject this afternoon, an attache of tho 
office who has had considerable exporienco 
in African affairs, said : "There is too 
much reason to accept this declaration of 
the policy as authentic, and to fear that 
its execution cannot be hindered. Before 
attempting tho survey of the success of 
thisarab invasion, 1 will endeavor to show 
what it means. A fow years ago the na- 
tives of Central Africa lived a life that has 
fitly boon termod idylic. Man was there 
in his primeval state. He was, to all ap- 
pearances, quite happy, and without 
wants. One stick, pointed, made him a 
spear, two sticks rubbed togother, made 
him a Uro; lif;y sticks tied together, made 
him a house; their bark made his clothes, 
and their fruit his food. Tho people had 
been called lazy, but they had no need to 
work. Among these simple, unprotected 
tribes, Arabs pour in from the north and 
east, with the deliberate purpose of 

MAKING THIS PARADISE A UELL. 

Wherever thoy go in Africa, tho follow- 
ers of Islam are tho destroyers of peace, 
tho breakers-upof patriarchal life, the dis- 
solvers of tho family ties. Their object 
is to obtain slaves. The slaves are used 
to buy ivory with. More slaves aro needed 
to carry it, and thus it comes to pass that 
living man himself hns become the com- 
mercial currency of Central Africa. The 
last four years has seen the spread of this 
devastating slave-raiding Mahometism 
through tho length and breadth of Central 
Africa, from Lake Bangwoolo to Aruwinii, 
a distance of ono thousand miles from 
south to north, and from Tanganyika to 
Sankuiu, a distance of 000 miles from east 
to west. This whole country has 
been depopulated by these murderous ex- 
peditions. The last two years have seen 
the slave hunters establish themselves 
on Lake Nyassa; at first as Mohammedan 
settlors, next as political intriguers be- 
tween the tribes, and at laBt as butchers 
and hunters of men. Tho transfer of 
Uganda from native rule to that of Mo- 
hammedan Arabs may bo changed from a 
weaker to a stronger government, but as 
a sign that tho power that directs tho 
slave raids is rapidly increasing in forco 
and vastly extending tho borders of its 
dominions, it is a terribly serious matter, 
and has passed beyond tho stage at which 
private initiative can successfully copo 
with trouble. The question now is not 
whether the government can successfully 
help the natives, but whether Europe, 
acting in concert, can place any oflective 
barrier in tho way of the slavo raids.

It has been decided that a party of 
about sixty will leave Winnipeg next 
week to attend the Montreal carnival. 

Minister Pholps has beon invited to 
dine at Windsor on Monday, and to spend 
ono night at the castle aB the guest of 
Her Majesty. 

A memorial has been forwarded to con- 
gress asking that Utah be denied admis- 
sion as a state because of the prevalence 
of polygamy. 

A true bill ha3 been found at Toronto 
against a druggist named J. 0. Wood, for 
murder. He was concerned in the Charl- 
ton abortion case. 

London radicals intend to organize an 
immense mass mentin? in Hyde Park to 
demand the release of Edward Harring- 
ton from Tullamoro jail. 

Nine of the street car lines in Brooklyn 
tied-up on Friday, owing to a strike among 
the employes. An attempt will be made 
to run the cars with new men. 

At Orossan, a town in Saxony, a man 
named Rudolph, and his family of six 
persons, were suffocated to death by the 
escape of coal gas from a stove. 

Rev. Mr. Brooks, an English mission- 
ary, and six of his assistants and followers, 
have been massacred in Africa by coast 
tribes and natives of Zanzibar. 

On Friday the trial of Wm. U'Brien 
was reBumecl at Carrick-ou-Suir, and not- 
withstanding the absence of tho accused, 
be was sentenced to 4 months' imprison- 
ment without hard labor. 

L. Beaubion, who runs a licensed hotel 
tit Toronto, has confessed to being a coun- 
terfeiter. He was caught with a pocket- 
ful of bogus ten-cent pieces, and showed 
the police whero to find his apparatus. 

The Toronto World announces that 
Hon. John Haggert, PoBtmaster-General, 
will recommend tho adoption of a two- 
cent postage, to be embodied in a gov- 
ernment measure to bo brought down early 
in the session. 

Another thaw set in at Montreal yester- 
day. Tho river baa risen throo feet in 
front of tho city, and pumps are being 
kept constantly at work. At St. Holon's 
Island tho ice became blocked, and the 
water ib fivo feet higher than last year. 
A block is f oared. 

A collision took place at Clonmel on 
Friday between the police and a mob com- 
posed principally of women and children. 
The police charged upon tho crowd with 
their batons, and the women retaliated 
with sticks and stones. A largo number 
of the mob were injured, many having 
arms or legs broken. 

Joaquin Miller, tho poet novelist, has 
completed tho novel, which is to bo pub- 
lished with a work from each of the fol- 
lowing authorities : Edward Everott 
Halo, General Low Wallace, G. W. Cablo 
and Franklin File. Miller's novel is on- 
titled "The Buried River," the scone of 
which is laid in California. 

Ono of the most bold and cheeky rob- 
beries on record was perpetrated in New 
York city on Friday afternoon in tho 
Bowery. Two men slipped a padlock on 
the outside of a pawnshop door, smash- 
ed tho show window, grabbed §500 
worth of watches and rings, and disap- 
peared around tho next corner before the 
infuriated proprietor could get out to give 
an alarm. 

A remarkable earthquake occurred in 
Colorado a few days ago. Large masses 
of rock became detached from the moun- 
tains, causing fissures in tho earth through 
which hot water and gas rushed forth ac- 
companied by sulphurous fumes, which 
til ado people ill and caused birds to drop 
to the ground. When tlio convulsions 
ceased there was a roaring sound which 
seemed to be caused by a subterranean 
t iver. 

Henry Thomas, an old farmer residing 
al Bolar, Mo., has four grown daughters, 
Hattie, Margaret, Allio Nancy, and Jane, 
aged 10, 18, 20 and 22. On Wednesday 
night last Samuel and Charles Has- 
blirn, eloped with Margaret and Jano. 
Thomas pursued them with a shotgun, 
overtook and shot tho two men and seri- 
ously wounded Margaret. Arriving home 
he was informed that tho other two daug- 
ters had oloped. llo again started in 
pursuit, overtook and captured his daugh- 
ters. Wlion near homo bo was overtaken 
by a mob and lynched. 
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,1 SPIRITED SPEECH. 

The spooeh made by Dr. Beers, of Mon- 
treal, before the Duntnl Society at Syra- 
cuse is reproduced in a lato numbor of 
Imperial Federation. The vigorous loyal- 
ty of that speech was admired by many 
in the Dominion, and now we sou it no" 
ticod in tonus of high commendation 
in a most respectable British publication, 
which represents the views and aspirations 
of loyal men in all parts of tho British 
Empire. Dr. Beers spoke very plainly 
and very fearlessly to his American audi- 
ence. The text of his discourse was 
"Canadians are not for sale." It was tho 
Bpeech of a self-respecting Canadian In 
self-respecting Americans. Dr. Beers 
was not by any means complimentary to 
the American politicians who, now ami 
then, for electioneering purposes, tind it 
necessary to make tire-eating speeches de- 
nouncing Great Britain and Great Brit- 
ain's dependencies. Ho very properly re- 
fused to take the utterances of these yen- 
try "who eat forked lightning fur break- 
fast and dynamite' for dinner," as expres- 
sive of the feeling entertained by the 
great body of American citizens towards 
Canada and the Land which she still af- 
fectionately and reverently calls "The 
Mother Country." He also warns his 
hearers against taking the speeches of the 
discontented and wrong-headed Cana- 
dians who endeavor to cieate the impres- 
sion that Canada is ripo for annexation, 
as giving a truo view of tho 
state of public opinion in the Domin- 
ion on that very interesting and important, 
subject. The worthy doctor becomes ex- 
ceedingly caustic and almost loses his tem- 
per when he speaks of these disloyal agi- 
tators. "No one more than loyal Ameri- 
cans," ho says, "would despise the pol- 
troon who carries his patriotism in his 
pocket; tho disloyalty of the political par- 
asite who would make patriotism a house 
of cards and dollars the chief end of a 
people; intriguers who hiss out secession 
or annexation when they fail to get their 
political crimes or crochets enshrined; men 
whoso hunger for notoriety and power is a 
fever of their existence." Again he says 
"Wo have a few of thosfi wiseacres of so 
ciety who assume to possess a monopoly 
of foresight, and who, like Cains Caligula 
think the world would have been better 
made could they have been consulted. 
But these people no mure represent the 
convictions of Canadians than O'Douovan 
Rossa or your tire-eating politicians and 
papers represent those of true Americans. " 
He goes on to show that if the stability of 
the Union is to be estimated by the utter- 
ances of vaporing croakers, Canadians 
would be apt to cunchtde that the United 
States is on the point of dissolution. But 
everyone knows that this is far from be- 
ing the case. And as it, would he foolish 
for Canadians to believe from the speeches 
of a few disappointed men and sore-heads 
that the Union is in danger, so it would 
be equally stupid fur the Americans to 
conclude that the Canadian people pine 
for annexation because a few misguided 
men are dissatiBliod with Con- 
federation and lung fur a change. He 
produces facts and arguments to prove 
that Canadians have the best reasons for 
being satisfied with their political condi- 
tion. Since the union of the provinces 
the Dominion has progressed at a rapid 
rate. No advocate of Confederation ven- 
tured to predict thai in the short space of 
twenty-one years it would have arrived at 
the state of material prosperity and na- 
tional importance that it has attained. 
There are no indications of discontent in 
the Dominion and the endeavors of the 
annexationists to make Canadians dissat- 
isfied are vain. After showing how much 
has been dono towards the improvement 
of the country since 1867 the doctor asks • 
"Canyon wonder that annexation, as a 
serious subject has receive dits doom, and 
that in spite of the intoxication of sena- 
torial conceit on the one side and the 
croaking of malcontents mid political 
tramps on tho other Canada is loyal to tho 
Mother Country from whose stout old 
loins most of us sprang. Confederated 
Canada, respected Canada, loyal Canada, 
progressive Canada, is a personal and po- 
litical insult to the sole-head parties who 
opposed Confederal ion and »ho would 
welcome annexation to Turkey or Russia 
were WO neighbors, or rejoice oven at, an- 
nihilation rather ihatt lire the agonizing 
life of seeing their prospects and predic- 
tions destroyed." 

It is just possible that the ardor of Doc- 
tor Bourn' loyalty makes him a little 



unjust to those men who wisli 
to eee the destiny of Canada united 
with that of tho United States 
and causes him to attach too much im- 
portance to tho agitation in favor of an- 
nexation or commercial union — for they 
mean the same thing— that is now going 
on in Canada. Well-moaning men often 
make very singular mistakes and enter- 
tain strango views on politics and religion. 
It is not, wo think, wiso to denounce in 
such exceedingly strong tortus, men who 
hold what wo believe to bo errotieuus 
views. Mr. Goldwin Smith, who is tlio 
intellectual loader of tho party which ad- 
vocates closer relations between Canada 
and tho United States than those which 
now exist, is a man of undoubted integrity 
and purity of motive. He does not de- 
serve to bo stigmatized as either "croaking 
malcontent" or a "political tramp, "and he 
is certainly not an "obscure crank." 
Epithets of this kind weaken and deform 
Dr. Beers' otherwise excellent speech. He 
has a strong and a good cause, and he 
can afford to treat opponents with mag- 
nanimity. Ho should remember that 
violence is not always force. 

Again, this very speech of tho able and 
accomplished citizen of Montreal, and 
numberless other speeches and articles on 
the subject of annexation, show that tho 
question occupies much of tho attention 
of tho people of Canada. It was only the 
other day that Canada's relations with the 
United States were the main subject of 
speeches made by tho Governor-General, 
tho Premier of tho Dominion, and tho 
Premier of Ontario. Men occupying their 
positions in the political world do not 
waste their time in discussing tho explo- 
ded theories of political tramps. It is 
very likely that the question of annexa- 
tion has been raised to an importance 
which, from tho number of those favoring 
it in Canada, it does not deserve, but 
aaeing that a greater and a more general 
interest is taken in it than in almost any 
other public question, it is premature, to 
say tho least, to pronounce it '.'doomed." 
No good object is to be gained by under- 
rating the power or the importance of the 
opposite side. It is, in fact, a dangerous 
thing to do. It is certain to beget an ar- 
rogant self-confidence which prevents 
those who feel it from taking the stops 
necessary to iecure success when tho bat- 
tle is being fought. 

J t would be wise for the lovers of Brit- 
ish connection to be on the alert, ready 
to meet tho annexationists at everypoint. 
No one knows just now how strong they 
are. They may be quite as weak as Dr. 
Beers represents them to be, or they may 
bo very much stronger than he has any 
idea of. It, must be remembered that an 
open profession of annexationist views 
just now subjects a Canadian in tunny 
places to reproach, and if he is a public 
man, alienates from him many whose sup- 
port ho desires to retain. There are too, 
no doubt, a good many in the country 
who have a leaning towards an- 
nexation who do not possess the 
spirit of martyrs. These men 
aro nut to be convinced that they ate 
wrong by tierce denunciatory speeches or 
by applying to them reproachful and in- 
jurious epithets. If they aro to be con- 
vinced that they are in error, and that 
they have formed a false estimate of the 
advantages of union with the United 
States, it must bo by appeals to thoir 
reason mado in a kind and a friendly way. 
Tho other kind of treatment creatos an- 
tagonism and closes their minds to the 
consideration of facts and arguments. 
Tho defect of Dr. Beers' speech is that it 
makes too few allowances for those who 
differ with him in opinion. Such speeches 
are calculated to create a bitter party 
spirit, but they never make converts. 
Tho ultra-loyal man will read it with ap- 
proval and re-commend it to his neighbor; 
but tho man who looks favorably on an- 
nexation, although he may not have quite 
mudo up his mind, will angrily throw it 
aside. Tho speech would he quite as 
strong as it is— and in our opinion calcu- 
lated to do much more good— if it were 
less tierce and more tolorent. 



immigra rroN. 

The questiou of immigration 
seriously considered both in th 
States and Canada. Largo nut 
sent to this side of the Atlantic 
not needed. Persons who have 
moral nor physical vigor enough t 
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living in their own country are assisted to 
come to America where the conditions of 
life are altogether different, and where it 
requires robustness both of mind and body 
to ensure success. Weak creatures, who 
have always been dependent, who have 
never thought or acted for themselves, are 
altogether out of place in a new country. 
Paupers, and those who have been vir- 
tually though not nominally paupers, 
should stay at home. Jt goes without say- 
ing that men and women with broken 
constitutions and physical defectH are not 
calculated to make their way in either 
Canada or the United States. Instead 
of helping to build up tho country they 
are certain, sooner or later, to become a 
burden on it and when they die to leave 
behind them children who, inheriting t ho 
weaknesses and tho vices of their parents, 
will become tho inmates of jails 
and poor-houses. The old world 
should ken]i its own criminals and those 
who are oil tho way to become criminals. 
Tho American army of the vicious needs 
no recruits. There aro in tho Old 
World many who have imbibed prin- 
ciples very dangerous to tho well-being of 
society. They have not been free, and 
they do not know how to exercise the 
rights and privileges of free men, These 
men when freed from tho restraints of the 
government that kept, them down become 
Unmanageable, and create confusion and 
disorder in the land which gives them an 
asylum. Are they men to ho encouraged 
to cotno to swell the dangerous classes of 
the New World I Poisons who have given 
tho subject ot immigration much careful 
thought, have come to the conclusion that 
tho time has arrived to check tho indis- 
criminate importation of men and women. 
They believe that no immigrant should ho 
allowed to land in America who does 
not give promise of being a useful 
law-abiding citizens. This would nxcludo 
tho lame, tho hult, tho blind, tho idiotic, 



the criminal, tho piuper and the irrecon- 
ciliable agitator. In order that immi- 
grants to tho United Stales in future shall 
bo of tho right class, a committee of tho 
Houso of Representatives is preparing a 
bill, one of tho provisions of which iB, that 
intending immigrants shall undergo a 
strict examination by a United States con- 
sul boforo they leave their native country. 
This will be quite an improvement on 
the present state of things. If no immi- 
grant were allowed to land who could not 
present a consular certificate of fitness, 
tho immigrants might be fowor than thoy 
now are, but thoy would be of a much 
bettor class. Sifting out the unfit emi- 
grants could bo done much more effect- 
ively and much more easily oh tho other 
side of the Atlantic than on this. A 
change is to bo effected in the immigra- 
tion policy of tho Dominion, but it is al- 
most too much to hope that this bill will 
bo among tho reforms. 

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

Mr, A. M. SlBNHOUSB, like many now 
convorts, is a staunch upholder of tho 
tenets of tho body he has joined. Ho has 
becomo a zoalous and a fearless advocate 
of polygamy. He believoB it to bo allow- 
able for a man to have more than one 
wife, and he considers it an infringement 
of his rights as a British subject to inter- 
fere in his domestic urrangemonts in the 
way of limiting tho numbor of his help- 
meets. Ho ia still a bachelor, but it is 
evident that ho contemplates matrimony, 
and this is how he assorts his right to 
marry as many women as ho can woo and 
win. " As a free born Briton," says Mr. 
Stenhouse, "1 shall certainly claim equal 
rights with tho Indian, Mahommedan and 
other subjects of her Majesty. Apart 
from any doctrine supposed to bo taught 
by Mormons, monogamy, though conse- 
crated by centuries of triumphant error, 
is yet very far from defining tho creed or 
prescribing tho practice of your very faith- 
ful servant." Mr. Stenhouse in, at any 
rate, no hypocrite. Ho is not liko some 
of tho other Mormons, who, when trying 
to get a foothold on British territory, re- 
pudiated polygamy and declared they had 
no intention of practising it, if they were 
allowed to settle in tho Northwest. They, 
no doubt, wore trying to deceive those 
whom they expected to have as neighbors. 
They wore just as strung in their belief in 
polygamy as Mr. Stenhouse is, and just 
as determined to practice it. But they 
thought it good policy to dissemble. 
We aro greatly mistaken if the Mormons 
do not give the authorities in tho North- 
west trouble yet.

AMONG THE GLACIERS. 



Grand and Remarkable Traces of 
Nature's Powerful Enginery. 

At tho American Institute of Instruction 
ut Newport, H. I., a lecture was given by 
lion. Jumes W. Patterson, Btato Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction of New Uamp- 
Bhire, upon "A Trip Among tho Glaciers." 
Mr. Patterson said: 

If wo go forth into our fields and pastures, 
ho began, wo see rocks and bowlders scat- 
tered promiscuously and in countless num- 
bers, which havo been transported from 
thoir original beds by somo giant forc'o 
which dominated tho world in a primitive 
age, but unknown since tho historic period. 
If in our northern latitudes we lay bare tin" 
flanks of tho mountains wo find the under- 
lying ledges all ground und polished by 
somo powerful enginery of nature, which 
has passed down their nuked sides, plow- 
ing at intervals parallel furrows in their 
tough and unyielding surface. Everywhere 
over our northern hemisphere the Titanic 
workers of the olden time have dumped 
their weighty burdens of drift abovo the 
stratified deposits of a yet earlier period, 
and the heterogenous masses of mingled 
dirt, gravel and bowlders found among our 
mountains ami stretching oust and west 
along our temperate zone all point to a time 
when glaciers, like those of Greenland, 
moved over our continent and scut their 
mighty bergs into tho sea. But whence 
camo this power and whither has it gone? 
is tho question which naturally comes to 
every lip. There are abundant reasons to 
bcliovo that this glacial force is periodic, 
like so many other of the operations of nat- 
ure. 

Several thcuries havo been propounded nt 
different times to account for the periodicity 
of glacial action. That of C'roll, which ac- 
counts for the varyingmoan temperature of 
the earth by tho revolutions of the seasons 
around the earth's orbit and tho changing 
eccentricity of the orbit itself, seems to be 
the most rational. Winter at aphelion must 
be longer and colder than winter at peri- 
helion, and the variation must increase Willi 
tho increase of the eccentricity of the orbil, 
and with the increase of the inclination of 
the axis of the earth to the plane of its 
orbit. 

Our modern glaciers are produced like the 
ancient, by a low temperature acting upon 
the moisture of the atmosphere. 

Tile day after reaching tho valley three of 
us Americans determined to make tho as- 
cent of Mont Blanc. Having secured fivo 
Swiss guides we were accoutered, accord- 
ing to directions, with heavy shoes haviug 
sharp spikes in the soles and heels, and 
with buskins around our lower limbs. 
Each man was armed with a long alpen- 
stock having a strong steel spike in ono end. 
Tho guides took with theui an alpen axe and 
a coil of strong rope, with leathern belts at- 
tached at intervals of about, eight feet apart. 
Thus prepared wo started on our trip up the 
glacier. 

For a time tho ascent was easy and we 
had little trouble. But after advancing 
some distanco wo began to encounter long 
cracks or fissures in the ice, which wo were 
obliged to leap. 

As we advanced tho openincs nr crevasses 
became wider and more hazardous to pass. 
At, length we came to ono live feet wide and 
descending to an unknown depth. Our 
leader stopped and buckled one of the 
heavy belts about his waist and passed tho 
next to me. I fastened this about myself and 
handed the third to tho second guide, and 
lie to the next till we were all harnessed or 
roped together. Thus prepared tho fore- 
most guide placed himself upon tho edge of 
the crevasse, and giving a spring wentover. 
We followed him in order till all were 
over. One of out- number, a short, heavy 
man, failed of a secure landing on the upper 
side, but. the rope was strung and we hauled 
him tip hand oyer hand. Wo continued to 
repeat this operation till at length wo struck 
a crcvasso some twenty feet wide. Here 
we found a ladder with heavy spikes in the 
lower end, which ono of tho guides drove 
into the ice below the surfaco and then 
dropping it onto the other side let himself 
down the ladder and ascended to the ico 
above. We all followed suit and were safely 
landed on the other side. So wo continued 
to advance till we reached the Grand Mulcts 
about, four o'clock in the afternoon. Here, 
more than ten thousand feet above the sea, 
we spent the night, intending to complete 
the ascent tho following morning. But a 
thunder-storm which followed us up the 
mountain covered the glacier with a veneer- 
ing of glare ice which rendered further ad- 
vance extremely dangerous, so that tho 
guides refused to lead us up to the summit 
Reluctantly we turned hack and crept cau- 
tiously down the mountain of fissured ico. 
At one point wo reached a crevasse of live 
feet with a narrow tongue of ice beyond and 
a second opening beyond that. Tins was a 
perilous spot, and we watched our leader 
With intense anxiety. Moving up to the 
edge cautiously ho cut a place for his foot 
Willi his alpen axe and then. putting himself 
in a position, gave a spring, and falling fiat 
upon the ice arrested his progress and 
awaited our coming one by one in the same 
manner, On reaching our hotel wo found 
the nervous strain had been a severe one, 
but were ready the next morning for the 
Mor de Glaco. We went on foot and with- 
out guides to the Montouvcrt, and thence 
descended to the glacier, which we crossed 
and recrossed and studied with great care. 

The origin of glaciers is easily under- 
stood, but it is difficult to account satisfac- 
torily ho- some of their phenomena. On 
the south side of the Alps we find the 
snow line about eight thousand feet above 
the sea, All moisture above the line, it is 
evident, must be condensed and reach the 
mountain surface as crystalized or granu- 
lated snow or as hail. When tho steep 
sides of these lofty heights become over- 
loaded with snow, it pushes down of its own 
weight, and sometimes descends three 
thousand feet below the frost line into the 
deep valleys below. The depth of the snow

and Ico will be measured by tho depth of 
the valloy, and may bo from ono hundred 
to fifteen hundred feet. Tho glacier ter- 
minates whore tho melting power of the 
heat bolow is balanced by the supply of 
snow and ico from the realm of cold abovo, 
and, of course, this glacial river will alter- 
nately advanco and recede with ttie periodic 
changes of tho mean temperature. What 
has already been said assumes that the 
glacier is iu motion. The evidence of this 
is tho observed steady movement of ob- 
jects lying on tho surfaco of the glacier. 
But objects near tho center are scon to ad- 
vance mora rapidly than those near its 
sidoB, which are retarded by friction with 
its hanks. Honce, wo infer that tho move- 
ment is not in moss, but molecular. 

VariouB theories havo been started to ac- 
count for this motion. It has been said 
that the weight of the snow abovo and be- 
hind tho glacier pushed it down tho iu- 
cbued plane on which it rests. Undoubted - 
ly aforco of this kind must exist, but il 
that wero all, it would advance as a solid 
block, which is not the fact. 

Again, it has -been contended that rains 
and molting snows percolating through tho 
substanco of tho glacier, and then freezing, 
pushed it forward by the force of their ex- 
pansion. But tho glacier moves in winter 
when ice does not molt and in summer 
when it does not freeze. 

Another has affirmed that ice, thougli 
brittloaud seomingly unyielding, is plastic 
and gelatinous, and moves under pressuro 
like aspbaltum. 

Tyndall and Huxley rost a later theory 
upon an extended series of experiments and 
observations. Ico crushed into a granu- 
lated state if submitted to great pressuro 
will readily take any desired form and re- 
turn to a solid and transparent condition. 
So tho glacier, pressed by its own incalcu- 
lable weight against an unyielding surface, 
is ground up and mado to assume tho struct • 
uro of its channel, and to move forward 
like a vicious substance, and the very force 
which grinds it up restores it again toils 
- transparent state. 

We found tho consistency of tho Her do 
Glaco changed continually from the Serous 
to tho Cbapeau. Tho snow ut the source 
gradually took on a granulated form, which 
the French call neve, and as it advanced 
downward to where it alternately molted 
and froze it was transformed into blue 
transparent ice. 

Whenever the glacier leaps suddenly 
downward in its track, it is broken up by i s 
own weight. The lateral crevices are 
caused by the strain put upon the ico by the 
unequal movement of the sides and the 
center of the glacier, and as the cracks open 
at right angles to the line of greatest ten- 
sion they generally curve upward, the con- 
vexity being up the stream. During tho heat 
of the summer it is a common tiling to see 
one or more brooks coursing along the Bur- 
face of the glacier and dropping.' u to fissures, 
which they melt Into the form of deep welts. 
This water passes down to the bottom of t;ie 
glacier, and, mingling with the rock whi ;li 
lias been ground up by the friction betwe <: 
the ice and its bed, issues at the lowor end 
in a turbid stream, which being drunk uy' 
tho people produces tho strong tendency to 
tho goiter so common in some of tho Clin- 
tons. 

Moraines are produced by the falling of 
dirt and stones from tho cliffs upon the 
sides of the glacier. These are called lateral 
moraines, but where two glaciers unite to 
form a third, as in the case of theMordo 
Glaco, two lateral moraines combine and 
form a large medial moraine. This material 
is all borne on together ns the glacier nd- 
vances, and is dropped off at the lower end 
forming the terminal moraine. These mo- 
raines scattered over now England aro the 
evidences of former glacial action in this 
part of the country. 

Sometimes a large, flat bowlder' falling 
upon tho ice prevents it melting beneath, 
and we have the phonoiueuon of an ice 
pillar.

A man asked mo the other dav how wom- 
en find husbands, writes "Bab" in tho New- 
York Star. It was such a puzzling question 
tome that I constituted myself a commit- 
tee of one and went around among a lot ol 
married women to See how thoir husbands 
proposed to them. 

There wasn't one who had ever had an 
absoluto romantic avowal of love 1 There 
wasn't one whose husband had gotten down 
on his knees, caught the loved one's hand 
and besought of her, unless she wished to 
soo him stark and cold with a broken heart, 
that she would wed him I There wasn't one 
who had ever known tho rapture of being 
held, with a pistol pointed at her head, 
while tho brave lover pronounced that, un- 
less sho accepted him, ho would kill her 
and then himself! There wasn't one wtio 
had been gained even at the dagger's point, 
and not a single wife had been drugged and 
wedded while in a semi-conscious state! 

Dorothy, I confess to a certain amount of 
disappointment. The nearest I could get 
as to how the question of marriage had 
been reached was always that they drifted 
into it.

Hour-Cutting by Electricity. 

Kemoval of sections of bone in surgical 
operations has heretofore been a long, tedi- 
ous process, effected with a mallet, chisel, 
gougos, etc. It is, perhaps, the most brutal 
and unscientific method which could be 
adopted, and sounds like the operative 
butchery which existed in the last century. 
This has all been reformed by an invention 
called the electric osteotome, says the Lon- 
don Electrical Engineer, which is an instru- 
ment holding a circular saw at its extrem- 
ity, revolved with lightning speed by an 
electric motor. This, when held against 
a bone, makes a clean cut through it in a 
few seconds; in fact, its action is instantane- 
ous. By holding the osteotome in a slant- 
ing position, wedge-shaped pieces can be 
cut out with equal promptitude. There is 
no danger of tho saw cutting the soft parts, 
as they are protected by a retractor, an in- 
strument which is passed down and under 

the bone.

ENERGY VERSUS LU3K. 

Tim Igsorant Su.pnratltlon Wblch Prevails 
In Iloganf to tho Latter. 

" Give a man luck aud throw him Into tho 
sea," is, perhaps, ono of the oldost sayings 
cxtaut all over tho world, for wo find its 
equivalent in overy language spoken. It is 
a pity wo are not all gifted with this fort- 
unate grace; if wo wcro we noed nover 
trouble at any timo. But it happons, how- 
over, says the London Standard, that tho so- 
called lucky ones are very fow and very 
fur between ; uud yet, to note the observa- 
tions of overy-day life, ono would imagine 
that tho contrary were tho caso— that is to 
say, if wo may judge from tho fact that 
everybody asserts that every body elso Is 
lucky except himsolf. " I nover knew such 
luck as that niau has," says Jones of 
Brown, and Brown of Jones remarks that 
"Jones has tho very devil's own luck— 
every thing ho does turns out well!" and 
still they may bo both in the samo boat 
struggling against impending adversity, or 
calmly gliding along tho stream of com- 
parative prosperity. 

It is merely tho outcome of an unfathom- 
able discontent that pervades all, or nearly 
all human creatures— that semi-jealous 
feeling of each other's neighbor that finds 
lodging in every breast. Now, risking the 
wrath of the superstitious and tho believ- 
ers in omens and odd numbers, we firmly 
maintain that there is no such thing as luck 
at alL Perseverance and circumstance aro 
the secret of all success, and, as nothing 
succeeds liko success, luck Is tho natural 
sequence of perseverance. It is mainly the 
kickers and lazy people who porpelually 
rave about lack of luck, forgetting that, if 
there be any virtue in this tantalizing talis- 
man, it is very liko tho philosopher's stone, ' 
and requires u> considerable amount of 
delving and diving to secure. 

Shakespeare gives evidenco that he was 
not free from this peculiar failing. In the 
"Merry Wives of Windsor" he makes that 
genial und obese old rogue "Falstaff" say- 
to "Dame Quickly," "Good luck lies in odd 
numbers. They say there is a divinity in 
odd numbers— either in nativity, chance or 
death I" This idea is, of course, founded on 
the Pythagorean system, "All nature is a 
harmony ; man is a fullchord, and all beyond 
is Deity, so that nine represents Deity." 
And thus A major chord consists of a funda- 
mental or tonic, its major third aud its just 
fifth. Seven notes complete tho octave, 
and nine is Deity. The odd numbers being 
tho primary notes of naturo, it is easy to 
see how they came to be considered the 
great or lucky numbers, but then the luck 
belongs exclusively to tho numbers and not 
to the application thereof, as is the popular 
impression. 

But to enter into or properly explain the 
positions and qualities of odd numbers 
would paralyze the great Euclid himself. 
So, to return to our luck. If there be such 
an uncanny thing, how is It that never since 
the creation has one man ever been known 
to credit his success iu life to luckl His 
downfall, yes, to bad luck; his rise and 
progress to luck, good, bad or iudifferentl 
Never. If any one hud the temerity to sug- 
gest such a thing tho notion would bo 
scouted as not only preposterous but im- 
pious. Tho answer would be something liko 
this: "My success, sir, which you vulgar- 
ly attribute to luck, has been achieved by 
sheer hard work and determination; aud 
what I have earned I deserve." And in 
most cases it would bo right. 

Certainly there aro at timos fortuitous 
circumstances that make a man successful, 
whether he will or not, but then such is not 
luck, it is pure accident. And as wo are all 
liable to meet with disagreeable accidents, 
so are we all likely to meet with agreeable 
ones. Only we nover own it, supposing wo 
think so. We go on declaring that "it is 
hotter to be born lucky than rich," and yet 
we are quite incapable of explaining what 
we exactly mean In the commercial senso 
—and it is only in the commercial sense 
that we think upon tho subject- if we are 
rich, wo don't want luck, and if wo aro 
lucky we aro rich Lord Boaconslicld says 
in "Venetia:" "Luck, is he who has neither 
creditors nor offspring, and who owes 
neither money nor affection— after all Uio 
most difficult to pay of tho two." This is so 
cynically true that not a soulbelievos it- 
Faith in the charm of tho horse-shoe is 
held sacred to this day, in town and coun- 
try, by ignorant persons; but we do not 
imagine that they nail it up over the door us 
a protection against witches, as was onco 
the custom. It is supposed to rather bring 
good luck than to avert any evil. Many 
otherwise sane individuals will stoop to pick 
up a shoe in the street, and others would 
rather deliver up all their goods and chat- 
tels than walk under a ladder. There is 
more common sense in this latter Idiosyn- 
cracy than may appear at first sight. One 
does not run so great a risk of receiving a 
paint-pot or a brick, that may be on the 
journey from the roof to the pavemeut, out- 
side the range of the ladder as immediately 
under it. This is about the only supersti- 
tion that is worth preserving. 

Generally speaking, logieul people discard 
tho conceit of any thing coming ti pass 
through mere "luck," thougli numbers on 
tho surface profess unshakable belief there- 
in. Asa rule, those who complain about 
their bad luck are those who complain about 
any thing— those who expect fortunes to 
drop into their laps without any exertion on 
their part to obtain them. People aro fre- 
quently heard to lament they are down on 
their luck, aud then they absolutely do sit 
down on their luck and stay thero. Most 
things come to tho man who works, but very 
few to tho man who calmly sits down and 
waits. Nothing upsets superstition as much 
as common sense. There is no such quality 
as luck, except it bo in a very unknown 
quantity. People have had luck when they 
can not tako tho rough with tho smooth; 
when they wear out the smooth and forget 
that it ever existed. Good luck means good 
intentions well carried out; and, after all, 
the only lucky man in tho world is ho who 
is lucky enough to got what he deserves. 

Flush- Light Photography. 

A Connecticut Yankee suggests the uno 
of flash-light photography as a means of pro- 
tecting bank vaults from burglars. He says: 
" I would havo a camera placod in a position 
where it would command in tho field of tho 
lens a space of ten foot square or more in 
front of tho door of the vault and have tho 
other apparatus so arranged that as soon as 
tampering with tho vault door was at- 
tempted the whole would be placed in oper- 
ation. My plan would, of course, include 
retaining the burglar alarm connecting 
with polico headquarters, As soon as tho 
burglars had begun operations the polico 
would ho alarmed, and at tho samo instant 
a picture of the men would bo made by the 
camera and flash-light combined, so ttiat 
even if the man escaped the police they 
would leave behind them evidence which 
would very probably eventually result iu 

their detection."

* SANITARY. 

To tuk Euitok; — Tho separate, or com- 
bined system of soworago, which will 
evontually be adopted in this city, ap- 
pears to bo the mot important subject, 
and one requiring tho most careful con- 
sideration, that tho board of aldermen 
will have to deal with during the presont 
year. 

Tho timo and study which Dr. Milno 
has givon to tho above subject, and tho 
very able inannor in which that gentle- 
man hnsi placed his views beforo tho pub- 
lic, will without doubt materially assist tho 
board in arriving at a wise solution of tho 
problem. It should, however, bo bomo 
in mind that tho carrying out of tho most 
complete sanitary scheme that can bo de- 
vised will not necessarily make this a 
healthy city. There aro other import- 
ant sanitary reforms which require imme- 
diate attention, viz., the regulation and 
inspection of all lodging houses; ovor- 
crowding; the inspectionof butchers' meat, 
fish, poultry and all other articles offered 
for sale', for the food of man. The tilling 
up or cleansing of all cesspools, ashpits, 
ditches, etc., constituting a uusiance; also 
tho inspection of all trade premises, the 
effluvia from which is considered injurious 
to tho public health; the regulation and 
inspection of privies, waterclosets, and 
cowhouses, stables, etc., and many other 
matters too numerous to mention. 

What is wanted is an efficient and ener- 
gotio person as inspector of nuisances, 
who should make inspections of tho city, 
both systematically at certain periods and 
at intervals as occasion may require and 
keep himself informed iu respect of tho 
nuisances existing therein, and report 
from time to timo to the sanitary author- 
ity with a view of obtaining instructions 
for tho removal or abatement of nuis- 
ancos, as the case may be. 

As a citizen, 1 feel an intorest in tho fu- 
ture welfare and prosperity of this city, 
and I exult in the prospect of some day 
seeing it us highly recommended for its 
clean and healthy appearance as it is now 
notorious for its filth and unwholesome- 
ness. 

Let us hope that those wo have placed 
iu authority over theso marters will 
prove faithful to their trust and that they 
will discharge tho duties devolving upon 
them with credit to themselves, and so as 
to merit tho confidence reposed in them.

TELEGRAPHIC 

To the Editor ; — I do not think that 
there is another instance to be found 
where a seaport of so much importance as 
Victoria that lias not in activo operation 
direct communication with all neighbor- 
ing towns, without tho inconvenience we 
experience here in telegraphing hnndreds 
of niilcs to reach a point not twenty miles 
from our city. 

By way of example and amusement, let 
us for once follow a message in its course 
after leaving hero. But tirst, wo will 
imagine a ship lying in anchor at Port An- 
geles. A charter is secured for her to 
load salmon. Agonts in Victoria tele- 
graph to Nanaimo, thence to Vancouver, 
thence to New Westminster, Lacoutier, 
Seattle, etc., and back up the Sound to 
Port Townsend, from there to Angeles, a 
town not twenty miles distant from here. 
This is no doubt a certain advantage over 
tho days of ox teams, but if progressive 
Victoria is to prosper as nature designed 
her to, all modern improvements must bo 
immediately introduced. 

The question of a telegraphic cable from 
here to Port Angeles was brought to tho 
notice of tho public through the Time* 
newspaper by Mr. R. B. McMicking, and 
it is a question that should meot with 
earnest attention. Why cannot our busi- 
ness men take up this idea and form a 
local company I So that in sending mes- 
sages to and from our city wo may have 
direct telegraphic connection with any 
point in the United States at the lowest 
possible rate and the quickest possible 
time. 

Victorians are progressive and quite up 
to the times, but this question of direct 
telegraphic communication appears to be 
a matter that is everybody's business and 
yet is nobody's business, and it is with 
the end ill view of interesting our citizens 
in this important matter that I think the 
suggestion of Mr. R. B. McMicking not 
only an investment that will pay well, but. 
also an undertaking that is of vital im- 
portance to our commercial community 
generally.
